More than $50,600 in new subscrip-

Returns Encouraging. 


Encouraging reports were received 
at the Monday luncheon meeting of 


the special or “big gifts” committee, 
of which Dr, T. P. Hinman is chair- 
man, The committee has not com- 
pleted its work, but figures returned 
at the luncheon exceeded $42,800. Par- 
tial returns from .the groups commit- 
tee, of which G. C. Bowden is chair- 
man amounted to another $7,800, it 
was stated. 

Material increases in subscriptions 
from the so-called “big givers” are nec- 
essary to insure the success of the 
1925 drive, Dr. Hinman told his com- 
migtee. “We need $74,000 more thi¢ 
year than was raised in 1924, to 
meet the budgets of the agencies mak- 
ing up the chest,” he said. “The only 
way to get that money is for those 
who can afford it to make at least 
a 25 per cent increase in their gifts 
over last year. We are expecting a 
good boost in the smaller subscriptions 
being received this week in the‘ neigh- 
borhood campaign, but to make sure 
that the chest drive goes over the top 
we must put extra emphasis on the 
work among the larger givers.”

The Women’s National Republican 
club is the latest to get actively into 
the fight. They have already leased 
headquarters and set up an estab- 
lishment in Washington to help in 
the cause. 

No issue before congress, cer- 
tainly before the holidays, follow- 
ing the reconvening on December 
3, will attract so much general at- 
tention. With Johnson and Borah 
from the near-regulars, abetted by 
the radical groups from both sides, 
headed by young La Follette from 
the republicans and Read from the 
democrats, there will be reenacted 
much of the stirring, and the un- 
fortunate scenes of 1919-20, when 
the treaty of .Versailles was sacri- 
ficed to political jockeying. Many 
of the leaders of the poison squad 
of that day have passed on, or are 
out of the senate, but a sufficient 
number remain to stage many of the 
old acts—and scenery, too. °* 

In the meantime it is believed the 
world court measure, as strongly 
pressed by the administration, will 
find favor-when the vote is taken. 

This country could and should do 
much more toward international co- 
operation from selfish economic rea- 
sons, as well as in meeting the high 
ideals of a peace-loving world, but 
assuredly it can do no less. 


THE FLORIDA EMBARGO. 


Georgia is so closely related to 
the present unprecedented develop- 
ment situation in Florida that it be- 
hooves her public utilities commis- 
sion to use its best efforts toward a 
Hlifting—or certainly a- modification 
—of the freight embargo on build- 
ing material, house furnishings, etc., 
that are s@ essential if hofjsing the 
rpeople who are moving into that 
state. Tremendous volumes ‘ of. 
trade are being placed not only with. 
the lumber mills of south Georgia, 
but with the furniture manufactur- 
ers, cotton mills, steel fabricating 
plants, hardware jobbers and _ all 
building material supply interests 
of Atlamta and other Georgia cities 
and sections, and the. embargo, in 
holding up these deliveries is not 
only working a hardship in Florida, 
but a very pronounced economic 
hardship in Georgia. In large num- 
bers of instances large special or- 
ders have been manufactured for 
these specific orders and failure to 
be able to deliver means most se- 
rious tie-ups of large capital invest- 
ments—in some cases destructive- 
y so. 

It is gratifying that the Georgia 
utilities commission is showing the 
right Spirit of cooperation. A con- 
ference has been called and definite 
steps will be taken. 

The problem may eventually be 

up to a cooperation between the 
interstate commerce commission and 
the United States shipping board. 
It is entirely feasible, even if the 
railroads entering into Florida are 
inextricably congested with food- 
stuffs and perishables, to utilize the 
ports of Georgia and the ports of 
Florida, with a fleet of the govern- 
ment’s idle ships put into service 
for transporting such freight as now 
held up between these ports. That 
would provide for all the larger 
cities of Florida, all of which are 
on, or closely adjacent to deep 
water. That state has extensive in- 
land waterways, as, for instance, the 
St. Johns river, and by these the 
interior could be reached with 
lighter draught vessels—even as far 
in the interior as Crystal Springs at 
Ocala, 
With the longest seacoast of any 
American state, and with hard-sur- 
faced highways and many navigable 
inland streams, and with the govern- 
ment owning a number of freight 
carriers that are out of service but 
entirely worthy, it is inexcusable 
that the present embargo shall con- 
tinue.

The origin of this singular 
contest lies in the Gandhi's declara- 
tion that the segregation of the so- 
ealled untouchables or impure ones, 
who are India’s lowest caste and de-.

The temple in the cen- 
ter of the village is forbidden terri- 
tory to the untouchables. But certain 
aristocratic Brahmins, followers of 
Gandhi, having discarded their age- 
old prejudice against the untoucha- 
bles, asked admission to the temple 
as they came walking hand in hand 
with some of the members of the low 
caste.

On City Viaducts 


Unless some serious division of sen- 
timent arises at a conference Wednes- 
day at which W. R. Cole, president 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad will meet with represen- 
tatives of the combined councilmanic 
and property owners viaduct commit- 
tee, steps toward bringing the viaduct 
question to the front as part of a 


consolidated bond issue will be taken 
this week, according to a statement 
made re Monday afternoon by 
Mayor Walter Sims. 

President Cole will arrive in At- 
lanta early Wednesday morning but 
the exact hour of the conference has 
not been fixed. W. F. Schulz, of 
Memphis, who prepared the plan that 
has been accepted for construction of 
the Pryor street and Central avenue 
viaducts, also will attend the meting. 


Sims’ Statement. 


“Just as soon as we decide on a 
definite plan for constructing the new 
viaduets I shall be ready. to submit 
my ideas of a consolidated bond issue 
and hope that the election on the 
bonds can be held as early as possible,” 
Mayor Sims said. * 

_ “Atlanta is growing and progress- 
ing and the consolidated bond issue, 
providing relief for the schools, water- 
works, sewer departments, city hall 
and new viaducts, must be ratified as 
early as possible so that this progress 
can be maintained,” the mayor said. 

One of the reasons the question of 
the size of the bond issue has not 
been settled has been because of the 
unsettled condition of the viaduct 
situation. The councilmanic commit- 
tee has accepted a plan for construc- 
tion of the two viaducts which has 
met with approval of the great ma- 
jority of interests affected. This plan 
can be modified to take care of any 
minor changes that are needed in the 
future, according to the mayor 

Favors Small Issue Now. 

Mayor Sims has stated several 
times that he favors a small bond is- 
sue of approximately $5,000, at 
this time to provide the initial needs 
in the programs of the school, sewer 
and water departments, new city hall 
and for the viaducts, and favors later 
bond issues to take care of later needs. 
The mayor has taken this position 
because he says a small bond issue 
can be handled without increasing the 
city tax rate and that a larger bond 


issue at this time would have to be 


financed by an increase in the tax 


The special bond committee of coun- 
ago agreed on a 
issue program of $12,000,000, 
but because the amount needed for 
the viaducts had not been fixed the 
recommendation has not been sub- 
mitted to council. The committee 
recommended that a 25 cents tax in- 
crease be imposed. Both the mayor

High Lights in 
The Cotton Market

New York, November 16.—The re- 
siliency of last week’s cotton market 
was really remarkable. Desrite the 
surprisingly bearish government crop 
estimate published on Monday and 
Tuesday’s sensational decline in the 
stock market, prices at the end of 
last week were about where they 
were at the end of the previous week. 

The sudden drop that followed the 
crop reporting board’s latest guess 
at the yield was speedily recovefed 
and spinners who neglected the op- 
portunity to buy that was momen- 
tarily afforded them are now won- 
dering why the market should have 
gon. up rather than dow. c: a re- 
port that seemed to promise at least 
enough cotton to meet this. year’s 
requirements. 

The only explanation that can be 
offered is the world-wide improve- 
ment in the demand for cotton goods 
that is reported. In Lancashire, the 
feeling is distinctly better and -there 
is a confident hope that British trade 
will improve now that the embargo 
on British capital is removed and the 
world can borrow money in England 
with which to buy the things that 
Great Britain produces. 

In this country the margin between 
the cost of the raw materials and 
the price pf manufactured goods is 
bette: than it has been for some time, 
and distributors are said to be buy- 
ing staple cotton goods in larger
